‘OTTAWA, Dec. 17th.—In a very 
few days the Minister of Agriculture, 
J. G. Gardiner, and the Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, J. A. Mac- 
Kinnon, will start for the United 
Kingdom to make a complete survey 
of the British market. There should 
be no minimizing the importance of 
this trip. It is to be borne in mind 
that present agreements with Britain 
on bacon, beef and eggs run through 
1946 and the one on cheddar cheese 
until March 31, 1947. 


Situation Will Be Different 

A market for all we can produce 
of these major products is assured for 
at least another year, but the general 
situation will undoubtedly be a great 
deal different at the end of 1946 
than it is today.

A moment’s 
reflection will recall the position of 
Denmark in the bacon trade, the 
Netherlands in eggs, and the Danubian 
countries and orth Africa in the 
wheat market. 

It was the recognition of the opening 
of the trade gates in the near future, 
and ending of the wartime situation 
where markets were assured, that was 
a background to the recent Dominion 
Provincial agricultural conference. It 
isn’t alone the renewal of competition 
but the difficulties of trade that have 
to be faced. Great influences on this 
will be the credits which the United 
States and Canada will be extending 
to Britain. : 

Trade Arrangements With Britain 

Another factor of great importance 


will be the agreements of. Bretton 
Woods which Britain and Canada 
have approved. The _ international 
monetary fund and the international 
bank to be founded under these 
agreements aim to help to keep cur- 
rencies stabilized and ease credits for 
international trade transactions. Then, 
as a further aid to trade with Europe, 
is the Canadian credit of $750,000,000 
to foreign countries, not including 
Britain. This will aid agricultural 
exports. The greatest factor will be 
the credit which this country will 
extend to Britain and the _ trade 
arrangements that will be made with 
that country. ‘

Today our boys are coming home from 


World War Two; war plants are closed down and preparations are being 


made for peace time activities. 


The men on their return are receiving the grateful acclaim of a thank- 
ful nation, and to those homes.with an empty chair we must express our 
sincere sympathies and our gratitude for the supreme sacrifices by brave 


men made for their country. 
Difficult Transition Period 


The transition period from war to 
peace will probably be the most 
serious and difficult period we will 
have to face for some years to come. 
The multitude of problems that con- 
front the people and the nation upon 
a complete reversal of the action to 
which we had girded ourselves for 
the past six years, are not easy even 
to comprehend. 

Our fighting men who, within a few 
months of the signing of the peace 
treaty, are returned home, and peace- 
time security must be provided for 
them in a relatively short period of 
time. And other serious and vexatious 
problems, not one at a time, but many, 
are falling in our laps for a solution. 

A prief analysis of the war proves 
conclusively that it was won only by 
the willingness of the Allies to co- 
eperne wholeheartedly in every sphere 
of activity necessary to bring it to a 
successful conclusion. 


Agriculture’s Difficult Position 


During the war years the problems 
and production of agriculture were 
varied and many, but the result was 
satisfactory in providing the products 
necessary for the emergent require- 
ments. It is in the transition period 
that agriculture will be confronted 
with its most serious period, in that 
it will not only have to lend itself to 
meeting the serious food situations 
in many ‘countries of the world, but 
at the same time it must prepare for 
and define policies for peace time pro- 
duction. n the past, such . action 
was easier to define, as the problems’ 


were of a more local nature, but today | 


they have become international in 
effect. 


Value of Our Federation 


Perhaps the most forward step 
taken by Canadian agriculture was 
the setting up a decade ago of a 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture. 
Certainly the value of such an organi- 
zation has been demonstrated time 
and again during the war, and in the 
transition and peacetime periods to 
follow its value cannot be estimated. 
We are assured, however, that it is the 
final step in Canada in the formation 
of an International Farm Organization. 

Our peak years of production have 
probably passed ,until such time as 
ways and means shall have been pro- 
vided to raise the standard of living 
of many people to the status they 
deserve. Then we may find our 
energies taxed to the limit to supply 
the demand. 

The future may not all be bright 


spots, but by the united effort of | 


individuals and their organizations 
harmonizing, we can and will make 
this world a better place to live in. 

I wish to extend on behalf of the 
Board of Directors the best wishes 


for 1946 to our members, staff and 
management, and to express to our 
friendly co-operative organizations our 
willingness to work with them in 
solving the future problems of agri- | 
culture for the. benefit of mankind. 


Growth of Poultry 
Industry Stressed in 
J. H. Rhodes’ Report 


Important statistics on egg and egg 
powder production were presented in 
the report of the Poultry section of 
the Alberta Federation of Agriculture 
delivered’ at the annual meeting of 
that organization. The Director ef 
the section, J. H. Rhodes, who spon- | 
sored the report, is also a Director 
of our Southern Alberta Dairy Pool. 

“The poultry industry in Canada,” 
states the report, “has grown by leaps 
and bounds during the war years, with 
1945 being the peak for production. 
It would now appear that production 
is levelling off with. slight decreases; 
chick production during 1945 showe 
a 15 per cent decrease. 

“Future prospects are favorable, as

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Re-organization of the Alberta Fed- 
eration of*Agriculture ‘‘to provide for 


the merging of the United Farmers of 
Alberta and the Alberta Farmers 
Union” was unanimously approved 


by the Annual Meeting of the A.F.A. 
held in the Masonic Temple, Edmon- 
ten, December 6th and 7th. 

The resolution on this subject had 
.préeviously been adopted by the A.F.U. 
Convention, and if it should also be 
adopted by the U.F.A. which meets in 


. Calgary on January 8th, the way will 


have been cleared for a united farm 
movement in this Province. 

‘he resolution. was printed in The 
Western Farm Leader of November 
16th, page 9, except as to two sections 
which provide for preliminary steps 
to be taken toward amalgamation 


by the Board setting up a committee }, 


to continue negotiations, and for the 
calling of a special convention to 
ratify amalgamation and elect six 
members to a provisional board to 
carry on until the first annual con- 
vention of the new organization. 


Hutchinson Moves Adoption 


Moving the adoption of the reso- 
lution, Lew Hutchinson, President of 
the A.F.A., declared that the time 
had come when more was to be gained 
by unity in the farm movement than 
in any other way—particularly when 
representations are to be made at 
Ottawa. Uri Powell believed that the 
full directorate should be elected by 
the individual membership section 
of the new organization. James 
Jackson of Irma, part President of the 
A.F.U., was of the opinion that “‘to 
accept this resolution will start the 
ball rolling in one of the most import- 
ant things in the history of farming in 
Alberta.’ 

“This is one of the finest thin 8 
that has happened for many years, 
said Carl Antonson, while J. L. Mac- 
Millan, giving his support, expressed 
the belief that the time to settle details 
would be in the final joint convention. 
J. R. Love stated amalgamation had 
brought excellent results in Ontario. 
Andrew Wood of Dewberry, Rudolph 
Hennig of Fort Saskatchewan, Presi- 
dent orge E. Church of Balzac 
and Jonathan M. Wheatley of Chan- 
eellor spoke in favor of the resolution. 

As deputy chairmen of the meeting, 
President Lew Hutchinson appointed 
Henry Young, E. H. Keith and A. T. 
Baker. On the opening morning a 
welcome was extended to the delegates 
by Mayor Ainley of Edmonton. A 
well thought out agenda had been 
prepared by the capable secretary of 
the A.F.A., James R. McFall, who 
read the report of the Board of 


Directors. 
Report Outlines Year’s Activities 


Widely extended activities of the 
Federation during the year were 
reviewed. Support was given to the 
Horse Marketing Co-operative, 1,306 
horses being listed for slaughter and 
the office undertook to forward $236 
in share capital to the co-operatives 

d office. 
eS eons in detail the livestock 
situation throughout the year W. C. 
McKenzie, director, pointed out that 
the beef contract with Britain had 
rovided about 400,000 head of cattle, 
uble the number allowed in the 
under our quota. It had also 
provided an outlet for large quantities 
of inferior cattle as boners or canners 
which otherwise would have been 
difficult to dispose of “even though 
we had access to the U.S. market’; 
while thirdly, we had been able to do 
our share ae helping to feed the 
rvin ople of Europe. 
“~~ Sect, , Director for the Wool 
section, pointed out that the industry 
had been stable during the past year 
because of government regulations 
which will continue for one year from 


‘the end of ‘hostilities. 
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A.F.A. Holds Annual Meeting 
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“Assurance Against Demoralized 
Market”’ 


Among many other important mat- 
ters dealt with by Mr. Hutchinson 
in the report on wheat, was that of 
the floor price of $1 for No. One at 
terminal, established for five years. 
While “by no means a liberal price,”’ 
this ‘was “at least an assurance against 
a demoralized wheat market, and a 
long term policy such as was never be- 
fore available to Canadian farmers.”’ 
Mr. Hutchinson also dealt in detail 
with the coarse grains -situation. 

Reporting for the Farm Supplies 
section, M. H., Ward of Arrowwood 
pointed out that “notwithstanding 
scarcity of many articles and rationing 
of other commodities handled by our 
farm supply co-operative, this field 
as made remarkable progress during 
the past year. This progress applies 
not only to those affiliated with the 
United Farmers of Alberta Central 
Co-operative, but equally so to other 
independent co-operatives such as 
Pincher Creek Co-operative and South- 
ern Alberta Co-operative at Leth- 
bridge.”’ 

Activities financed by the Continu- 
ing Committee on Co-operation in- 
cluded the Short Course and Co-op- 
erative Conference at Edmonton, a 
Junior Conference and Camp in co- 
operation with the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Shorncliffe 
Lake, and Community Life Confer- 
ences held at Park Lake and Goose- 
berry Lake, and the Farm Radio 
Forum program.

“The production of egg powder has 
gained popularity year by year. Dur- 
ing 1945 production reached 23 million 
pounds. Contracts for 1946 call for 
13 million pounds of powder to which 
will be added 33 per cent sugar. The 
popularity of sweetened powder has 
widened the future possibilities of 
egg powder. This product is being 
used entirely by the baking and con- 
fectionary trade. 

“During the war, the Special Pro- 
ducts Board contracted for the ex- 

ort sale of poultry products and has 
ea able. to maintain consistent 
prices which, in turn, has had a 
stabilizing effect on the industry. 
It is hoped that in the future such a 
Board will be maintained for the sale 
of all poultry products. : |

With the approach of the holiday 
season, may the Board of Directors of 
the Alberta Federation of Agriculture 
take this opportunity to wish the 
members of their many affliated 
oo the very best for 1946? 

n a few years’ time we may look 
back upon this season as the year 
when farm organizations in Alberta 
set their compasses toward the goal 
of having one strong organization in 
this Province; to speak for them and 
to work for them in building up and 
maintaining a sound and prosperous 
Agriculture. 

Such an organization will be affil- 
iated with other Provinces and will 
help to strengthen the hand of our 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture 
in dealing with problems or a Domin- 
ion wide basis, and further will enable 
the Canadian Federation to take its 

roper place in co-operating with farm 

odies from other countries in dealin 
with problems that are internationa 
in scope. 

The Four Freedoms, that have been 
adopted as a world charter, have 
added new responsibilities to the 
industry of Agriculture. To supply 
food products that will assure all 
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nationa of Freedom from Want, Cana- 
dian farmers must produce abundantly 
and cheaply and at the same time 
maintain the fertility of their soils. 
In return for this effort, farmers must 
be assured of a comfortable living. 
They cannot feed the world at the 
expense of their own industry. 

uch a program will be a challenge 
to the individual farmer and to the 
strongest farm organization that he 
can build. 

The resolution paving the way for 
the amalgamation of farm organiza- 
tions in Alberta has been’ endorsed 
by the Alberta Farmers’ Union and 
the Alberta Federation of Agriculture 
and it will be considered by the 
United Farmers of Alberta in con- 
vention early in January. 

Thus one can see that 1945 and 
1946 may be momentous years in the 
history of Alberta farm organizations. 
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Nazi prisoners of war working in 
repairing the damage done by flooding 
Walcheren Island, Holland, are being 
guarded by detachments from the 
Jewish regiment of Palestine volun- 
teers who fought in the North African 
and Italian campaigns as part of the 
British Eighth Army.

OLUNTARY associations of the 
people have long played an 
important part in the life of the 
democratic nations. Democracy does 
not consist merely in representation 
of the people in the gion and 
law-making bodies. t depends for 
its efficiency to a very great extent 
upon those non-official groupings of 
the people which are outside and 
independent of the political framework 
of the nation. 
An Anglo-Saxon Attitude 
It has been and is a special attribute 
of Anglo-Saxon political development 
that the citizen has not been satisfied 


’ to cast his ballot once in so many 


years and let a particular class or 
group of men occupy office until they 
eel secure. They might come to 
regard themselves as yt like the 
kings of old, the divine right to rule. 
We have sought ‘by voluntary organi- 
zation to express ourselves in various 
ways, sometimes for sport and amuse- 
ment, in other cases for religion and 
culture, and to give voiee to our 
views and principles as citizens. 
Until comparatively recent years, 
farmers as a class have been a weak 
spot in the structure of our democracy. 
hey were not articulate in such a 
way as to be convincing. Political 
representatives have been known on 
more than one occasion to repudiate 
the views of the delegated spokesmen 
of farmers; because, they said, the 
spokesmen did not represent the 
views of farmers as a whole. The 
scene in Canada in that respect has 
undoubtedly changed. To one who 
has had the privilege a number of 
times in the past few years, to sit in 
at conferences with government officials 
at Ottawa as a delegate of the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture, that 
fact has been brought home with force. 
The conference on December 3rd, 
4th and 5th deepened that impression. 


The Conference Arrangement 


Seated at a rectangular arrangement 
of tables in one of the assembly 
rooms of the Chateau Laurier were 
some sixty persons. At one end was 
the Hon. J. G. Gardiner, Dominion 
Minister of Agriculture, with heads 
of his department. Down the two 
sides were the Ministers of Agriculture 
of the nine Provinces of Canada, their 
Deputies and other officials; and at 
the other end of the rectangle were 
Mr. H. H. Hannam, President of the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture 
with Colin C. Groff, Secretary, an 
eight members of the Board of the 
Federation with some representatives 
of the farm press of Canada. Around 
the outside of the room were some 
sixty or seventy other persons, chiefly 
members of the civil service attending 
on Ministers or high officials of the 
various Governments, and at a appar: 
ate. table the representatives of the 
daily press. 

Several such conferences have been 
held during the war years; and it is 
significant of the importance attached 


to agriculture in the economy of the 


Dominion that the Minister of Agri- 
culture, Mr. Gardiner, and! others 
made repeated reference to the value 
of these conferences and expressed the 
view that they should be continued 
in the years that lie ahead. 


Very Thorough Preparation 


A folio of statistics and recommended 
objectives with comments thereon, 
covering all the principal commodities 

roduced on the farms of Canada 
rom east'to west, was placed before 
us. The office of the Federation had 
received copies in time to have them 
available for Directors entering the 
city over the weekend, thus giving 
oppertanis for study and some con- 
sultation beforehand. The reports 
had been prepared with great care 
by the departmental officials in con- 
sultation with officials of the Provin-

cial Departments of Agriculture. There 
were statistics of production going 
back to pre-war years, with compari- 
sons of objectives previously set and 
the production volume reached. Con- 
sumption in Canada, the volume of 
exports and the present situation in 
respect to supply were all set out in 
tabular form. 

The chairman of the Conference, 
A. M. Shaw, who is chairman of the 
Agricultural Supplies Board, intro- 
duced, as each report was placed 
before the Conference, a senior official 
of the Department of Agriculture 
who read the report and commented 
upon it. As the reading of each 
report was completed the chairman 
would pause and the Conference 
would await some comment from the 
representatives of the Federation of 
Agriculture. Following such comment 
from our end of the table, if the matter 
was important, the chairman or Mr. 
Gardiner himself would give the 
reasons for the position taken in the 
“bs si and a general debate would 
take place, until general agreement 
had been achieved. Only in the case 
of wheat production was there any 
serious disagreement among those 
around the table. 


Suggested Grain Production Program 

The program for grain and forage 
crops suggested that wheat should be 
maintained at about the same produc- 
tion figure as in 1945; i.e., 23,414,100 
acres. This is a little over two million 
bushels less than the average acreage 
in wheat in the years 1935-1939 and 
less than a million acres higher than 
the average of the years 1940-1944. 
The program called for maintaining 
the acreage sown to oats at about the 
level of the years 1940-1944 and 
slightly less than that of 1945 at 
14,310,200 acres. Barley production 
was regarded as very important, and 
it was recommended that the greatest 
possible acreage be sown, expecially 
on early summerfallow, in central 
and southwestern Saskatchewan. 
sowing to barley for all of Canada of 
at least 8,000,000 acres was set as an 
objective. This figure is 650,000 
acres higher than the barley acreage 
of 1945. 


A Difference of Opinion 

About 20,000,000. acres. of land is 
put to fallow each summer in Canada 
and the recommendation was made 
that 19,397,000 should be summer- 
fallowed in 1946. Upon this point a 
strong difference of opinion manifested 
itself. J. H. Wesson, President of the 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, expressed 
the view that the needs of Europe 
were so desperate as to justify a 
departure for this one year from the 
usual policy, on summerfallow and that 
some three or four million acres of 
fallow should be sown to wheat in 
1946. He was supported in this stand 
by W. J. Parker of the Manitoba 
Wheat Pool, R. G. Brown of United 
Grain Growers and other western 
delegates of the Federation. 

The Hon. J. G. Gardiner gave a 
closely reasoned address in support 
of the recommendation of his De- 
partment. He pointed out the long 
struggle involved in reducing the pre- 
war surplus of wheat. He contended 
thet summerfallow as a reservoir for 
moisture should be jealously main- 
tained. We might be entering upon 
a drgught. cycle, and if Canada was to 
be effective in meeting the needs of 
hungry people in Europe we would 
have to plan ahead. e was afraid 
also that if more wheat was sown it 
would be at the expense of oats and 
barley and these were sorely needed 
to maintain our livestock production 
program, 

The western representatives of the 
Federation of Agriculture held strongly 
to the view that for this critica] year, 
when a few extra million acres in 
wheat might mean life to great num- 
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bers of people, an exception should be 
made, They also pointed out that it 
would appear strange to hungry 
eople if Canada should do anvthing 
ess than go out for full production in 
all lines of food at this time. They 
feared the effect on Canada’s standing 
in the world market. This conflict 
of views was not fully reconciled, but 
the production objective remained at 
23,414,100 acres. 


A Great Opportunity 

On all other major items there was 
substantial agreement. It was con- 
ceded that Canadian fanmers have 
before them a great ophprtunity to 
serve a needy world and at the same 
time to stabilize Agriculture in Canada 
on higher levels of income than in 
former years. 

The cynic might say: ‘‘Why all the 
fuss? armers are going to produce 
what they want to produce, no matter 
what the objective.’”’” Everyone pres- 
ent at the Conference frankly recog- 
nized that in the essence this is true; 
but the facts are that even though 
we are operating under what we may 
choose to call a free economy, it is 
possible to direct production to a 


.certain extent, and the wartime con- 


ferences of the past few years have 
had considerable effect in this respect. 

Again and again the question of 
price would intrude itself upon the 
discussion. It was recognized that 
the returns the farmer gets have a 
great influence upon the direction of. 
his efforts. If one commodity is at 
a price level out of balance with 
others, it caused a change adversely 
or favorably as the case might be. 

On the closing day of the Confer- 
ence, after a summing oP of the posi- 
tion, agreed upon in each commodity, 
given by Chairman Shaw, each Pro- 
vincial Minister of Agriculture gave 
a brief address with particular_refer- 
ence to agricultural conditions in his 
Province. 


Federation Welcomes Conference 


Policy 

Following them, President H. H. 
Hannam of the C.F.A. spoke for 
some ten minutes on the attitude of 
the Federation to the Conference, 
expressing the hope that they would 
continue such conferences in the 
post-war period. He congratulated 
the Minister on his policy in this 
respect and spoke of the courtesy 
with which the representatives of 
the Federation were received by the 
Department. He believed that the 
case of wheat might be regarded as 
typical of a policy-which would meet 
the needs of Canadian farmers... To 
have a floor price in all the principal 
commodities for a period of years 
ahead and to negotiate each year 
for a price above the floor seemed 
to him to make possible a satisfactory 
solution of Agriculture’s problems. 

Mr. Hannam also advocated that 
a small group of Department of Agri- 
culture officials might meet a few days 
before the Conference in future, with

I think that the first step should 
be to carefully check on the pro- 
ductive quality of each dairy cow 
in the herd. Your Dairy Pool 
is equipped. to help you do this 
and is anxious to give you all the 
assistance possible. 

One of my duties as Field Man 
is to render service to our patrons 
with particular attention to im- 
proving the quality of your Dairy 
Products. I am at your service 
at any time, and if you feel that 
we can-be-of assistance to you, 
a letter to Head Office, Red Deer, 
requesting that I come out, will 
be promptly acknowledged by a 
call. 

It is my intention to visit each 
of our milk shippers, but this will

Testing Your Own Cows

put a small amount in a bottle.

Early Beclaration of 
Subsidies Policy Urged 
by Geo. E. Church 


“It can be stated that feed, labor 
and doubt are the factors affecting the 
dairy industry at the present time,” 
George E. Church, Director of the 
Dairying section of the Alberta Feder- 
ation of Agriculture, reported to the 
annual meeting of the Federation. 
Mr. Church is President of the U.F.A. 


Doubt: Causes Concern 


“Doubt regarding any future policy 
in relation to governmental subsidies 
is causing some concern among dairy- 
men,” he added. ‘For the benefit of 
the dairy industry and for the welfare 
of Canadians as a whole our Govern- 
ment should declare their policy 
regarding subsidies on dairy products 
at the earliest possible moment.”’ 

Mr. Church pointed out that ‘‘Al- 
berta’s total milk production in 1944 
reached a value of $35,411,820.00, 
this new all-time record in value of 
production was due to increased pro- 
duction as well as increased prices. 
The 1945 prices have been on about 
the same level but production in some 
branches of the industry has registered 
a reduction. 

Decrease in Butter Production 


“The 1945 butter production for 
a tern-month period showed a decrease 
of 8.3 per cent, while cheese produc- 
tion for the same period showed an 
increase of 12.1 per cent. 

“Serious reductions in production 
have been experienced in _ districts 
where drought has been résponsible 
for feed shortages. It is now quite 
evident that the production of churn- 
ing cream will remain far below last 
winter in the South, and even the 
Central part of the Province lags 
behind last year at this time.”

The Alberta Wheat Pool delegates’ 
convention concluded on December 
5th. An important decision was 
reached regarding the distribution of 
excess earnings, when the Board of 
Directors was instructed to apply 
for the unrestricted right to surchase 
reserves. This requires a change in 
the Alberta Wheat Pool Act which 
must be made by the Legislature. 

Once the change is obtained the 
Board is instructed to purchase $1,- 
250,000 worth of reserves and to 
distribute $1,000,000 of the reserves 
so purchased in the form of patronage 
dividends to member patrons who 
delivered grain during the 1943-44 
and 1944-45 crop years. 

Further distribution of earnings 
are-to await the Government’s decision 
on the Mc Dougall Commission’s report. 

The Record of the Years 

R. D. Purdy, Manager of the 
Pool, gave an intensive review of the 
organization’s position. Since the 
Alberta Wheat Pool was formed in

1923 it has handled a combined total 
of 872,902,954 bushels valued at 
$767,350,339, through pooling and 
elevator operations. A total of $4,- 
282,000 has been distributed from such 
assets as patronage dividends to 
member’ patrons of 
country elevators. 

Since 1931, the working capital of 
the Alberta Wheat Pool has been 
increased by $3,512,000. The Pro- 
vincial Government has been paid 
on account of the debt thereto $2,- 
719,000 in principal and $2,979,000 
in interest. A mortgage of $1,750,000 
on the Vancouver terminal has been 
paid off. Elevator and commercial 
reserves to the total of $1,207,000 
have been purchased from members 
at one hundred cents on the dollar.

Alberta Now Produces 65 
Per Cent of Sugar Beets 
Being Grown in Dominion 


Alberta produces 65 per cent of all 
sugar beets grown in Canada, Phil 
Baker, Director of the Sugar Beets 
section of the A.F.A., reported to the 
annual meeting of the Federation. 
ee 1945, this amounted to 363,000 
ons. 

“The sugar content of 17-1 2 per 
cent was slightly below average as a 
result of the cold backward spring,’’ 
Mr. Baker reported. Southern Al- 
berta’s soil and climate are very 
favorable for growing sugar beets and 
canning crops. With a sufficient 
storage of irrigation water we could be 
the outstanding producers of these 
crops in North America. 

‘‘Labor has been a difficulty during 
the war years, but the ingenuity of 
the farmers and the assistance given 
by Japanese and prisoner-of-war labor 
have met the situation. Labor prob- 
lems in the future will be met by 
mechanization and an increase of 
population on the irrigated farms.” 

r. Baker set forth that the objec- 
tive of sugar beet growers in Canada 
is to provide for 40 to 50 per cent of 
our total sugar consumption. Today 
they produce about 20 per cent.

AST weekend, I chanced to be 

introduced to an architect who, 

like myself, hailed from Britain, 
and somehow or other the conver- 
sation got around to water power. 
' Indicating the extensive use to 
which the hydrauiis ram is put in 
the matter of pumping water for 
country houses and institutions in 
the Old Land, my new acquaintance 
deplored the fact that the ram is 
ee ee, unknown to many people 
ere who are in a position to use it 
and would benefit. greatly from _ its 
employment. As he pointed out, 
the hydraulic ram has been in use 
in Britain and America for more 
years than he can remember, and 
wherever it is used it is. rendering 
yeoman service. 

Not Appreciated as It Deserves 


That man’s views coincide with 
my own. Readers will recall that 
I dealt with the operation and the 
application of the hydraulic ram in 
a bygone issue of 7'he Western Farm 
Leader, but I am not going to apolo- 
gise for making a comparatively early 
return to the subject for the reason 
that—like 7 architect acquaintance— 
I feel that this extremely useful little 
automatic pump which labors tire- 
lessly day and night with nothing 
but the power of the water from the 
flowing well, spring or stream to drive 
it, is not anywhere nearly as well 
known or‘appreciated as it deserves 
to be. 

Not every farmer is fortunate 
enough to have flowing water on his 
land, but many are in this happy po- 
sition, and wherever there is a sprin 
or other source: of flowing water es | 
this water can be given a fall of at 
least two feet, the hydraulic ram will 
operate, and it will pump much more 
water than the average farm needs 
for drinking .purposes and for watering 
livestock, thereby abolishing forever 
the water-hauling chore. 

Nor should the hydraulic ram 
be looked upon as a small appliance 
intended merely for household use, 
for where a good supply of running 
water is avazlable and large quanti- 
ties are used for livestock or irri- 
galion or industrial purposes, rams 
capahle of pumping 150,000 gallons 
of water per day may be obtained. 

On Ranches and Dairy Farms 

On ranches and dairy farms and 
similar places where a large quantity 
of water is used daily and where the 
nature of the source of supply lends 
itself to the installation of the ram, 
its value will be immediately apparent, 
for not only does it need no motive 
power other than that furnished by

run for months on end without the 
slightest attention. And don’t forget, 
Mr. Farmer and Mr. Rancher, those 
two items alone mean a very big 
saving in- dollars. 

To illustrate the supreme simplicity 
of the ram I should like to mention 
that while out on a piece of survey 
work last summer in Saskatchewan’s 
beautiful Qu’Appelle Valley I chanced 
to hear of a farmer who had con- 
structed a hydraulic ram for his own 


use. : 

The following day I drove to Mr. 
Alfred Wendel’s farm and found him 
preparing to instal a septic tank and 
disposal field, and when I asked him 
about his home-made ram he con- 
ducted me through the hillside woods 
immediately below his home to where 
a small stream a few inches wide ran

gurgling down the hillside from a 
tiny spring near the house. A matter 
of two or three hundred feet from the 
house we came upon the ram, which 
is shown in the accompanying ‘picture 
with its creator, Mr. Alfred Wendel, 
sitting behind it. 
Principle Just the Same 

For the benefit of those who have 
never seen a hydraulic ram, I should 
explain that the ram in the picture 
is quite unlike the compact device 
that is put out commercially, but this 
rather weird-looking machine of Mr. 
Wendel’s is of course constructed on 
the same principie as the commercially- 
manufactured ram, and what is more, 
it functions perfectly. 

This efficient home-made ram was 
fashioned from various old auto parts 
that happened to be handy. The air 
chamber or ‘‘dome’’ was made up 
out of an old axle casing. The impulse 
valve—behind which Mr. Wendel is 
sitting—-was constructed mainly out 
of the spider gear casing of a Model T 
Ford differential, while the snifting 
valve (to admit air to replace that 
taken up by the water) was simply

Divisional Nurse’s Duties 


One part of the time, for instance, 
was given over to the address of the 
Divisional School Nurse. This divi- 
sion is fortunate enough to have one. 
As you probably know, her duty is 
to make.an examination of the health 
of the school children, recommending, 
for instance, that Tommy get glasses 
and not further strain his eyes. 
Another parent is advised to have 
Alice’s tonsils removed, another that 
Dick’s teeth should be looked after 
at once. She tests the hearing, etc. 
The function of the nurse is purely 
preventative, not curative, but in 
that capacity she can immunize the 
children from scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
whooping. cough, smallpox.

Teachers’ Power for Good 


The address to the teachers was 
most helpful. The Divisional School 
Nurse reminded them that while the 
home should be the place where 
proper habits of health and hygiene 
were developed, this was not done 
in all Canadian homes, and that 
the teachers had a wealth of power 
for good health teaching in their 
hands. She said Health should not 
be considered a routine classroom 
subject—and I wondered if she had 
seen our old Health Readers! She 
warned them that if they wanted 
good children at school, they must 
have happy children, and if they 
wanted happy children they must 
have healthy children, and she gave 
them suggestions regarding the care 
of the physical health of the young 
people.

This idea of having the district 
nurse make’ for direct contribution 
to the physical and mental health 
of the children seemed most worth- 
while, and when the interest was 
passed on to the teachers, its value 
increased. It is to be hoped that 
every division will soon have a nurse— 
and that is but a beginning of what 
we hope to have—and who kaows 
the difference it will make in the life 
of Young Alberta?

Tuberculosis still claims many Can- 
adian victims—yet authorities state 
that with full and complete preventive 
treatment it could be wiped out in 
one generation. The answer to ven- 
ereal disease lies in education of the 
public, early detection and free treat- 
ment; but here, Canada lags behind. 
Much mental disease is preventable. 
Canada’s maternal death rate is ex- 
cessively high---nine hundred Cana- 
dian mothers die each year, in child- 
birth; and each year, for the past ten 
years, Canada has lost an average of 
15,000 babies under one year of-age. 
Generally, the health of people in 
rural areas is less good than that of 
urban people.

quoted by Mrs. Winifred Ross, U.F. 
W.A. President, submitting to the 
annual meeting of the Alberta Feder- 
ation of Agriculture the first report

pay so little attention to it. Thoug 
people will plan for everything under 
the sun, they seldom plan for health.” 
While control over health services 
belongs to the Provincial Governments, 
it was generally recognized that only 
inauguration of a national program 
can be effective, and that the Federal 
and Provincial Governments would 
have to work together. 

The proposals of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, as set forth in the draft bill 
for Health Insurance, were examined 
by Mrs. Ross. They include an 
initial Federal grant of $620,000, toe 
assist the Provinces in organizing 
their health insurance schemes, each 
Province to receive $5,000, plus 5 
cents per capita. 

Each Province must agree to pre- 
pare and submit proposals within 
eighteen months; and to _ provide 
general practitioner service, hospital 
care and visiting nursing service, 
within two years. The Federal Gov- 
ernment will contribute up to $12.96 
per capita for a full program of health 
services. In summary, the health 
insurance scheme would be admini- 
stered Provincially in accordance with 
a national pattern. 

Mrs. Ross urged support for the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture’s 
demands that health services should be 
financed nationally, and that those 
who receive those services should 
take an active and democratic part 
in its operation at all levels— Federal, 
Provincial, and local.

Evidently the consensus of opinion 
among Canadian agricultural authori- 
ties is that the very strong demand 
for wheat during the present crop 
year will not continue into succeeding 
years. Canada will be pretty well 
cleaned out of her wheat reserves at 
the end of the crop Sage’ and the carry- 
over will probably be down to around 
75 million bushels. The Minister of 
Agriculture, Hon. G. Gardiner, 
thinks it will be a mistake to start 


. building up wheat acreage again in 


the face of a possible heavy reduction 
in ‘overseas demand. 

It is impossible to say what the 
wheat trade of the future will be. 
George MclIvor, Chairman of the 
Canadian Wheat Board, thinks there 
is a chance of a fair sized trade in 
wheat for a year or two, but bevond 
that would not care to prophesy.

The fact is that Europe and. most 
other countries are bankrupt an 
wheat exported from Canada at the 
present time is largély on the basis of 
credit sales and gifts. 

Information from the southern 
hemisphere is to the effect that pro- 
duction is somewhat improved over 
that of a year ago. Australia’s current 
crop is estimated at 125 million bush- 
els as compared with 52 millions last 
year, and Argentina is expected to 

roduce from 175 to 200 million 
ushels of wheat. The total export- 
able surplus of the two countries will 
hardly likely be more than 75 to 100 
million bushels. Cautious optimism 
is expressed over the European winter 
crop as the weather has been favorable. 
But lack of fertilizer will prevent a 
bumper crop being harvested.

Explanation of the recently announc- 
ed reduction in the butter ration is 
found in the figures for Canadian 
butter stocks. On December Ist, 
1945, the total was 51,799,171 pounds, 
as compared with 51,772,717 pounds 
on the same date one year ago. To 
complete the picture is the fact that 
production generally throughout Can- 
ada is running considerably below last 
year’s. Locally, prices are unchanged; 
prints are 36 cents, butterfat 33 plus 
ten cents subsidy. Outside quotations 
are: Vancouver 35-1;2, Toronto and 
Montreal 36. 

— ——- —__ o-—------ -_-- ——- 

Beginning, January Ist, sugar and 
preserves yationing will be combined; 
consumer rations for 1946 are set at 
a slightly higher level than for the 
last eight months of 1945, and will 
allow greater elasticity in that either 
sugar or preserves may be purchased 
with one kind of coupon. On January 
Ist all valid and unused pink coupons 
marked “Sugar” will take the new 
ration values (one pound sugar or 
varying amounts of jam, preserves, 
honey, etc.) On January 17th sugar 
coupons 68 and 69, and in February 
coupon 70, will become valid; after 
that the ‘‘S’” coupons are to be used 
for the sugar-preserves consolidated 
plan. All unused preserves and “P”’ 
coupons will hold their 1945 value 
until January 3lst, when they will 
expire. The allotment of sugar for 
home canning will be the same in 
1946 as in 1945, ten pounds per person.

be set at $1 per bushel at country 
points irrespective of location and that 
the spread in price on contract grades 
shall not exceed the spread put into 
effect by the Canadian Wheat Board’’ 
was lost. Criticism was directed 
against the proposal of a uniform price 
‘irrespective of location.’ 

Want Permanent Board 

Delegates also reaffirmed “their de- 

sire that the Canadian Wheat Board he 
made a permanent organization and be 
extended to be the sole marketing or- 
ganization for all commercial grain,”’ 
and “their unalterable opposition to 
the re-opening of the Winnipeg Grain 
Exchange.” The Railway Commis- 
sioners were asked “to enforce the 
cleaning of cars after unloading, and to 
have the doors closed in transit.”’ 

Ask Higher Hog Prices 

Delegates asked ‘‘an upward adjust- 

ment in the price of bacon hogs,’’ and 
‘“‘a broad program of experimental and 
research work, particularly with cross 
breeding and disease control to assist 
producers in reducing production 
costs’; and urged that an attempt be 
made ‘‘to secure export markets in 
addition to the British market’. A 
resolution on this subject’ further 
called for ‘‘more rigid control over 
packing companies until such time 
as producers themselves are sufficiently 
well organized to own and direct this 


industry.” 
Seek Reorganization Meat Board 
It was recommended “that the 


Canadian Meat Board be reorganized 
so that the livestock producers con- 
Board 
and that the Board continue to handle 
all exports and to set minimum prices 
to allow for premiums on all hogs 
marketed in months of low production 
to encourage a more even supply the 
year around.” 

Dominion Marketing Legislation * 

- Approval was expressed of the re- 
gues made by the C.F.A. to the 

ominion: Government, for Dominion 
marketing legislation to be placed on 
the statute book at the earliest possible 
date. The C.F.A. was asked to 
continue its efforts along these lines 
“in order that producers in Alberta 
and other Provinces across the Do- 
minion may set up marketing schemes 
under producer controlled bodies 
whereby provincial, interprovincial and 
export marketing of farm produce 
may be carried out to its successful 
conclusion.” : :

an old tire valve, and apart from the 
flap valve in the base of the air 
chamber that’s all there is to it. 
This rude-looking home-made ram 
had functioned perfectly for seven 
years, and so far as I could see there 
was no reason why it shouldn’t func- 
tion for another seven, or twice seven 
for that matter. 
Extremely Simple Mechanism 
Thus it will be realised that the 
hydraulic ram is an extremely simple 
piece of mechanism and one that is 
not likely to often get out of order. 
However, unless one happens to 
have all the necessary parts at hand 
and in addition plenty of time to 
spare, I wouldn’t advise the construc- 
tion of a home-made ram, for the 
simple reason that I do not consider 
it an economical proposition. t 
Scientifically-built rams with sound 


engineerng experience behind them, 
may be bought from $32.50 up ac- 
cording to size, and in view of this 


fact I consider it wisest to get the 
commercially-made article.
